This
intereat was tho aame whieh the Republic mani-
fe8ted great pains to pay, spite of the Rritish
allegation that its failure to pay the debt was

the cauae of the recognition of the Empire.
Now, the Empiro being dead, it must be
confessed that the'Republic waa tlio better bar-
gain. England has but to oonfeas her self-de-
eeption to discover tho falsity of her position.
The Mexicans wero stircly right in ili-chuing
their treaties with England brokeu by the
fault of the latter.

Onr advices from tho capital of Mexico may,
as usual, contradiet tho Mexican news whieh
we rtjceive from Havana, but tliere is suflicient
in the intclligence Yvhich wo print to-tbiy to

ieawaken tliat grave intereRt whick has for
aome time attached itsclf to Mexican nlTairs.
Another pronuncianieiito has occurred in Zaca-
tecas, another one of the stronger kind in tlie
Ceutral State of Queretato, and Sonora has ex-

pellcd a federal ofticer. For the last year the
iruptive republic has sustuined a con-stant av-

erage of prouncianiciitos, few of tliein singly
of a fcarful character, but tho whole of Iliein
a torturo soniewhat to its inartyrized, pcrsist-
ent, and unconqucrcd guveriiiiieiit. lt is niueh
to Bay that they have been sustained and en-

dured, and that the Administration of Mexico
is as little disposed as ever to nbnndon any of
her possossions.

AXI) IBELAXD.

Without nnderrating tho importanco of the
Church question now agitating tho Pritish Em¬
pire, it may be aaid that there is another topic
whieh will ehortly appcal more directlyand more

powerfullv to the interosts and feelings of the
greal ma.ss of tho Pritish and Irish people.
Although the Irish Church Disestablishment
bill is the precursor of a movement that will
ishortly abolish the wholo connection between
Church and State iu Great Pritain, it may
readily be creditcd that multitudcs in England
aud Scotland will far moro zealously codperate
in reforming the Land Syatem, under whieh
tho "tbree kingdoms" are groaning.a topic
freo from local and soetarian prejudices, and
whieh directly affects themselves in common
with their Hibernian neighbora.
Tho landed power.long and ateadily con-

centrating in tho few, to the increaaing detri-
ment of the niany.has becomo the greatest
incubtir. on the Pritish and Irish peoplo. Tho
concentration has been carried to sueh an ex-

tent that tho number of land-owners in England,
stated nt about 200,000 near tho cloae of the
last century, is now said to lie reduced to abont
one-tenth of that number, say 2o,000.notwith-
staniling the largo iucreaso of population and
the leclamation of vast tracts that were unC/Ul-
tivnted or comparatively uselesa at the former
periotl. Among thia diminished number, the
wealth and power are so centered in a few that,
eieii sinee the Peform bill of 1832, great as

were tho changes then eft'ected, less than two
hiindied persons havo still so largely coutrolled
the elections to the House of Coratnona as to
reiiiler that body too generally a niere appanago
aml rellex of the aristoeratic influenco in the
Houao of Lords. It is needless _4> dwell on

tho evils of sueh a pernicious sy.stcm. They
are measurably obvious to supe'ti'ial observers,
whilo their featuns appear moro and more

obnoxious themoro they nre examined. The
eharacter of the disease rci-uires speedy cor-

icetion, if our Piitiah friemls W0_ld pre-
Mi\e the body politic from convulsion or dis-
Rolnlion. Pauperism, crime, and expatriation,
nre furnishing eloipient nnd rapiilly-increasing
conimentaries on the horrors necessarily result-
ing from sueh a comlition of things.
What ¦ball be the reincdy t This is the

piobleni that ptizzles tho best ininds devoted to
the consideration of the subject. Confiscation
of the large landed estatcs, whieh engross the
greater portlon of the threo Kingdoms, could bo
i Ib-cted only thtoiigh blootl aml revolution, and
is not openly advocated, whatever tlio sufl'ciing
niillions may think of it as a dernier reeort.

BBGIXMXG AGAIX.
Napoleon begins another chapter of empire

with a mistake.an inevitable one, how¬
ever, the premises of empire being grantcd.
He deniea that it is proper to the impenal
sclf-rcspect to conciliate his opponents, and
straigbtway he imprisons the editor of the
radical Jiappel. The next niove in order ahould
be tbe arrest and second expulsion of Count
Henri do Rocbefort, the radical editor of La
Lanterne, and said to bo a descendant of Hugh
Capet.not the only son of the old noblesse
who takes side against monarchy. Moreover,
the Emperor may so connive through his sala-
ricd agenta that tbe frauds of tho late elec¬
tions, albeit tbe radicals in the Legislature may
venture to contest them, shall arbitrarily accruo

to the empire. All disputed elections be will
still bave tho chance of managing his own way.
To the profound diagust of the Liberals
of France, be is willfully bent upon arrogating
rather than conceding, and, so far as we ean

make out from the Cable dispatch, bas taken
the course whieh will emphasizo the meaning
of tho late Radical vote, aud not wiii a singlo
convert to the throno. Taking it at its word
tho Empire at present only moans offense. The
Emperor will wait, it appears, to feel the
pulso of France through its Legislative Corps,
after having endeavored to make it tempcrately
keep time with bis own. What ho has just
dono sccms to Tcpcl the liberal advico both of
Prince NapailOB and Persigny, but a hopo re-

main.s that his arrogancc is but a prologue to
concession of soinc kind.
On tho other hand, tho Empire will uot eu-

eountcr mutes or imbeciles in tho spirits whicb
it has evoked from tho depths of Freuch op-
positiou. It haa been a problem with Napo¬
leon to find out the temper and desiro of tho
uncertain and suspicious millions below him.
Tho facts aro now before him, yet do not de-
ter him from a well-bred afl'ectation of apathy
to that sonie time smothered passion for freo-
dom, whieh, however devastating and nlmost
self destroying when hithcrto fully ablazo,
is yet an inextinguishablo fire iu the
heait of France. Her patriote, how¬
ever, are not dispoaed to be forever passive.
leaal of all aro they inclined to yield to any

attaek on tho citadel of nniversal suffiage.
Many of them may bo as mueh opposed as

Jules Favro to violenco as a meaiis of reform
antl progresa, but perhaps the mass of them
wouhl agreo with him in doctriue that " if
" rights are to be attacked by violenee, vio-
" lenco should lie encountered." Ppou the

right of imivcisal suffrage, practiced in one

way or other, since .vl^ tlie Lilieralism of
Frame will take its well-fortitied staud. It
will not be possible for the Emperor to invado
that right with snfety. He ean only yield to
it with uiace.
